CONGRESSMAN RALPH W. GWINN 
NEW YORK STATE 








R. GWINN. Mr. Speaker, last ses- 

sion I introduced a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution — 
House Joint Resolution 355 — design- 
ed to get the Federal Government out 
of business in competition with its citi- 
zens. 


It provides that the United States 
Government shall not engage in any 
business, professional, commercial, fi- 
nancial, or industrial enterprise except 
as specified in the Constitution. 


If this language were adopted as an 
amendment to the Constitution, the sav- 
ings from it would, it is claimed, make 
possible the repeal of the individual in- 
come tax. 


The claim may seem fantastic, but I 
can find no one in Government who 
can dispute it. Congress certainly can- 
not dispute it. 


The details as to where these savings 
could be made are spelled out in the 
following testimony by Mr. Willis E. 
Stone before the Ways and Means 
Committee on February 7, 1958, as 
follows: 


Willis E. Stone 


I am Willis E. Stone, president of 
the American Progress Foundation and 
a director of the Organization To Re- 
peal Federal Income Taxes; address 
of both organizations, 725 North West- 
ern Avenue, Los Angeles. I am also 
national director of We, the People, 
and a director of the Congress of Free- 
dom. 


An industrial engineer, I have long 
been concerned, as every good citizen 





should be, with the apparent fact that 
taxes have been too low. 


This is evident because taxes have 
the valid function of paying the costs 
of government, but taxes have failed 
to achieve this purpose by an average 
twelve billion dollars per year during 
these past twenty years, thus putting 
two hundred forty billion dollars on 
our national debt. 


You gentlemen are caught in a most 
difficult dilemma. Demands for tax 
cuts are the most insistent in many 
years, and at the same time you are 
confronted with the most dramatic de- 
mand in history for more tax revenue. 
This accentuates the fact that spenders 
can spend more and faster than Con- 
gress can provide taxes. 


While it is apparent that taxes are 
too low, there is an alternate equation 
— that the cost of government is too 
high. Many years ago I began to in- 
vestigate this with some rather start- 
ling results. 


In seeking the most promising area 
for cost reduction, I was amazed at the 
quantity of Federal corporate activities 
which exist without any pretense of 
constitutional authority, and the enor- 
mous volume of tax dollars they absorb 
each year. 


That the members of this committee 
may appreciate the quantity of Federal 
agencies involved in corporate activi- 
ties directly competitive with the pri- 
vate enterprises of taxpayers, you have 
been handed a copy of Fact Sheet No. 
1, which lists more than 700 Federal 
agencies so involved.

A view of the manner and extent in 
which tax funds have been spent in re- 
cent years can provide an idea of the 
potential benefits available to all of us 
as such expenditures are abated. 


Under the label of “foreign aid,” the 
American taxpayers, who have never 
known military defeat, have been com- 
pelled by our politicians to pay more 
treasures into the coffers of foreign 
powers than all the vanquished people 
in history have been required to pay to 
their conquerors. 


On the domestic scene, more than 
seven hundred Federal corporate en- 
terprises have been established. They 
absorb about half of our tax dollars 
and have already taken over forty per 
cent of the land area and twenty per 
cent of the industrial capacity of the 
Nation, riding the backs of the Ameri- 
can people as interest free, rent free, 
cost free and tax free princes of privi- 
lege, competing with every American, 
be he producer or consumer. 


To get some idea of the gigantic 
scale of the conquest of State and pri- 
vate lands already achieved by the 
Federal Government empire builders, 
we can turn to the United States Gov- 
ernment Organization Manual and find 
out what the agencies say for them- 
selves. 


On page 238 of the Manual for 1955- 


56, the Forest Service (which is the 
Agricultural Department) declares that

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it ‘administers about 188-million 
acres.” 


This is an area equal to 8.1 per cent 
of all the land and water area of the 
United States and all its Territories 
and possessions. 


On page 203 of the Manual for 
1955-56, the Interior Department as- 
serts it has “custody of 750-million 
acres of land.” 


This is an area equal to 32.3 per 
cent of the total land and water area of 
the United States and all its Territories 
and possessions. 


Thus the land taken over by these 
two Federal agencies alone equals the 
combined area of England, Scotland, 
Wales, Portugal, Spain, France, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Luxemburg, Switzer- 
land, Germany, Iceland, Denmark, Po- 
land, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Hua- 
gary, Italy, Monaco, Albania, Greece, 
Yugoslavia, Rumania, and Bulgaria. 


Constitutional Amendment 


To rid ourselves of the Federal cor- 
porate activities, an amendment to the 
Constitution has been designed to re- 
pair the damage done. 


It is a proposal which has been in- 
troduced into Congress by Representa- 
tive Ralph W. Gwinn, Republican, of 
New York. It has been approved by the 
State of Illinois. More than 6,000 or- 
ganizations have adopted resolutions of 
support for it. 


This proposed twenty-third amend- 
ment is pending in Congress as House 
Joint Resolution 123 and, with added 
provisions is also pending as House 
Joint Resolution 355. 


Section One of both resolutions pro- 
vide: “The Government of the United 
States shall not engage in any business, 
professional, commercial, financial or 
industrial enterprise except as specified 
in the Constitution.” 


This amendment would stop the poli- 
tical gift of our tax dollars to foreign 
socialistic and communistic govern- 
ments, leaving individuals to do this on 
a voluntary basis if they wish. 


By stopping this foreign aid, a tre- 
mendous saving to taxpayers would be 


possible. In 1954 alone the foreign 
grants and credits amounted to 
$4,669,000,000.00. 


This amendment would cause the 
Federal corporate activities to be sold 
back to the American people. It is esti- 
mated that land, buildings and facili- 
ties, even under forced sale, would 
bring better than 50-billion dollars, all 
of which should be applied to the na- 
tional debt, particularly as series E and 
F Bonds would probably be employed 
to buy those properties. 
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Retiring 50-billion dollars of the na- 
tional debt in this way would reduce 
the taxes required to pay interest on it 


by $1,250,000,000.00 per year. 


Also, the cost of amortizing that vol- 
ume of the national debt would no 
longer exist and this amortization cost, 
on a 40-year amortizing basis, would 
save the taxpayers $1,250,000,000.00 
per year. 


The average annual losses of the 
Federal corporate activities during re- 
cent years has exceeded ten billion dol- 
lars per year. The sale of the Federal 
corporations would eliminate these los- 
ses by eliminating their source, thus 
saving the taxpayers this amount of 
taxes every year. 


Another important item is the fact 
that an estimated one million Federal 
employees apparently do nothing in 
their official life except provide servic- 
es without cost to the Federal corpora- 
tions. They are paid by the general 
fund, therefore their pay comes direct- 
ly from taxes. 


With the Federal corporate activities 
sold back to private American enter- 
prise, these employees would be more 
gainfully employed in such private en- 
terprise. One million pay envelopes 
containing $4,000 per year average will 
not have to be filled with our tax dol- 
lars, thus saving the taxpayers four 
billion dollars per year. 


There is one more item. It is esti- 
mated that at least $3.00 worth of 
goods, services and facilities are re- 
quired to maintain every dollar of pay- 
roll. On this basis, the saving of four 
billion dollars in payroll will mean a 
related savings of twelve billion in 
goods, services and facilities. 


Now let’s add up these savings pos- 
sible by enacting the proposed twenty- 
third amendment:

This amounts to about 
100-million dollars every year. 


There is, in those three items, an- 
other 340-million dollars to help pay 
off the debt, stepping up the rate by 
which we can get back to solvency as a 
Nation. 


All this can be achieved by the enact- 
ment of House Joint Resolution 123 or 
House Joint Resolution 355 as now 
pending in Congress. 


Instead of groaning under an inhu- 
man load of individual income taxes, 
we could abolish and repeal the indi- 
vidual income tax laws. 


Instead of operating the Federal 
Government at an annual average de- 
ficit of 12-billion dollars a year, as we 
have been doing the last twenty years, 
we can pay off the national debt at the 
rate of nearly 5-billion dollars a year 
while operating on a balanced budget. 


Instead of the violent conflict be- 
tween Government and people regard- 
ing which shall own and operate the 
enterprises created by the people, we 
will have a government devoted to pro- 
tecting our lives and properties. 


Instead of Government being the 
greatest pauper in history, it will be re- 
turned to a solvent position and will 
have the affection of the American peo- 
ple returned to it, and the affection of 
the citizens is the greatest asset any 
government can possibly possess. 


Think of the time, the worry and the 
money each one of us have been spend- 
ing to conform to the tax requirements. 


All this would be saved. 


So would the time, money and ener- 
gy we spend in protective lobbying, 
special bookkeeping, reporting, ac- 
countants’ fees, and any number of 
other costly impositions which now 
involve us. 

Then there is the savings that will 


result because it will no longer be ne- 
cessary to ferret out, prosecute, and in- 
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carcerate those who fail, for any rea- 
son, to conform to the more than 400,- 
000 words now in the individual in- 
come tax laws. 


Every person in the land can think 
of an infinite variety of other benefits 
that will come to every one of us on the 
day we take the Federal agencies out of 
competition with our individual busi- 
ness enterprises, thus stopping the 
waste of our tax dollars, letting us use 
our own earnings in our own way and 
at our own pleasure by applying the 
savings in governmental costs to the 
individual income tax problem. 


Federal Competition 


The analysis presented here deals 
only with the dollars-and-cents elements 
of the Federal competition with private 
enterprise and the individual income- 
tax laws. 


It does not take into consideration 
the advantages to every business when 
the threat of cost-free, rent-free, tax- 
free, cutthroat competition is removed. 


Neither does it take into considera- 
tion the wide variety of benefits to 
come from a people whose genius is 
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not restrained by political strait jackets 
of competition or the blight of impos- 
sible tax burdens. 


When the Federal corporate activi- 
ties are sold back to the American peo- 
ple, tremendous amounts of property 
will go back on the local, county and 
State tax rolls. In some areas this will 
be an item of enormous importance. 


In California, for example, Federal 
agencies own 48 per cent of the land 
area of the State. 


Selling back the property held with- 
out constitutional authority would put 
about 40 per cent more property on the 
tax rolls to share the burden with the 
present taxpayers. This will reduce the 
amount of taxes to be paid by each 
taxpayer tremendously. 


In Nevada, the differences will be 
even greater as the Federal agencies 
own and operate 85 per cent of that 
State. 


By returning these vast areas to the 
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jurisdiction of the States in which they 
are naturally contained, means that the 
principle of States’ rights will be re-es. 
tablished and the Governor of such a 
State as Nevada, where he is currently 
Governor of only 15 per cent of a State, 
will be Governor of all the State, as 
was originally intended by the Consti- 
tution. 


In each State, and in each city, and 
to each person, the situation differs, 
But in every instance, without excep. 
tion, the transfer of these vast empires 
back to the American people, to be re- 
stored to the constitutional protection 
which the Founding Fathers originally 
intended for our individual enterprise 
system, means an infinite variety of 
benefactions beyond the power of hu- 
man imagination — just as the Consti- 
tution itself held advantages for us far 
beyond the dream of even those who 
gave it life. 


It adds up to the simple equation that 
when we stop political competition with 
private enterprise, the tax problem will 
very largely be solved. 


We will at the same time restore the 
sovereignty of the States, just as the 
Constitution intended. 


It will restore international justice, 
confidence, honor and integrity. 


It will re-establish the American 
theme of “equal justice under law,” 
with government back at its right job 
of governing and regulating, protect- 
ing our lives and property. 


It will constitute a great rebirth of 
liberty, making us free in fact when 
we are brave enough to face the issue 
and do the job, giving substance to the 
phrase, the land of the free and the 
home of the brave. 


It will solve the most difficult of all 
our internal problems — the strife be- 
tween management and labor — by re- 
storing to labor the fruit of its toil, 
putting a greater net increase in the 
pay envelope of Americans than any 
politician or any labor leader ever 
dared to think about. 


It staggers the imagination that so 
many great benefactions, to Govern- 
ment and people, can arise out of the 
simple element of restored economic 
justice and balance. 


Gentlemen, I recommend your care- 
ful consideration and searching investi- 
gation into these possibilities. 
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“By faith Noah, being warned of | 
God of things not seen as yet, moved | 
with fear, prepared an ark to the saving | 
of his house.” Hebrews 11:7. | 


i WANT YOU to notice especially | 
that there is a man who was success- 
ful in the saving of his house. 


Another thing of great interest in 
this verse is the fact that Noah was 
moved with fear. Noah feared God. He 
saw things that caused him to be moved 
with fear. 


Sometimes people say that fear is not 
a good motive for doing anything, but 
the Bible speaks differently. The Bible 
tells us that “the fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom.” | 


I believe it would help every one of | 
us if we could have God put fear in our 
hearts about the home problem. 


When I mentioned speaking on the 
home, two friends associated with the 
law enforcement business and the Oak- 
land County Sheriff’s Department, vol-

Juvenile Delinquents 


On the other hand, outside the circle 
that you and I know, there are hun- 
dreds and thousands of teenage boys 
and girls across America who are living 
lives worse than the heathenism of 
Africa and the places where there are 
no churches and no missionaries and 


| no Gospel. 


Some of you folk actually do not 
know what is going on in this country 
among our teenagers. Much of it is 
going on in the public schools where 
the Bible has been kicked out, where 
God is laughed at, and where teachers 
do not know the Son of God as their 
personal Saviour. 


Here are things taken off teenagers 
— guns, all kinds of knives, knucks, 
meat cleavers, black jacks, and a doz- 
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en or so other things. These things 
show the trend of the thinking of the 
teenager. 


You may have read in your news- 
paper a few weeks ago where 644 teen- 
agers were expelled from the schools 
of the city of New York alone. They 
were expelled for murder, for rape, 
for sedition, for all sorts of criminal 
offenses. 


You say it is a great problem when 
644 teenagers have to be expelled from 
the public schools. Yes, but I will tell 
you a worse problem. 


What is going to become of them? 
Where are they going? Who is going to 
educate them? Who is going to win 
them to God? 


A bigger problem than this is the 
problem of the mill that continues to 
grind them out just like those 644. You 
ask, ““What mill is that?” It is the mill 
of the American home. That is where 
they come from. 


I want you to think about something. 
God says in His Word that Noah, mov- 
ed by fear, was instrumental in the sal- 
vation of all of his family. 


The Bible tells us of a good many 
men who did not win their families. 
You say, “They were the heathen men, 
the unsaved men, the ungodly men.” 


“Oh, no!” 


The Bible tells us of one man after 
another who was a saved man but could 
not and did not win his family. 


Lot 


I think of Lot. He was a Christian 
man who made a bad decision. He 
chose the riches of Sodom rather than 


to walk with God. 


He was a Christian. The New Testa- 
ment tells us he was saved; the Old 
Testament tells us he was a Christian, 
but he lived the kind of life that a 


Christian man should not live. 


When the angels came with the mes- 
sage that Sodom and Gomorrah would 
be destroyed, Lot said to his daughters, 
to his sons-in-law, and to his wife, 
“God is going to destroy this place. 
Let’s get out of here.” 

The Bible says that his sons-in-law 
looked at him and laughed at him. Let 
me tell you, friends, if people are 
laughing at you today and making fun 
of the life you live, it is because they 
know that it is not the right kind of 
life. 
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They know that you are insincere, 
that you are not all out for God, that 
you are not what you ought to be. That 
is the reason they laughed at Lot. 


David 
I think of David. David was a Chris- 


tian. God said on one occasion that Da- 
vid was a man after His own heart. 


What about David’s family? David 
lost his family. His children were guil- 
ty of every kind of a sin that you can 
think of, even murder and adultery. 
They died ignominious, shameful deaths 
and broke the heart of David. David 
brought it upon himself; but, remem- 
ber, David was a Christian man. 


May God help you mothers and dads 
to realize that just because you are a 
Christian is no sign that all of your 
children are going to be in heaven. 


You can lose every child you have 
to the devil. You can attend church eve- 
ry Sunday; you can be an officer in the 
church and lose every child you have. 


Some of you in the sound of my 
voice are having to say “Amen” be- 
cause you have children lost and out in 
sin today. 


I want us to think at this time of the 
man in the home. I believe with all my 
heart that the secret of this lies with 
the man. 


I believe if we could have at the head 
of every home represented in this 
church a real man of God with an old- 
fashioned altar, a really consecrated 
Christian man, I believe we could have 
a church that would literally vibrate 
with the power of God, and we would 
see thousands of people saved and join- 
ing this church all the time. 


I say again that I believe the man in 
the home is the key to this whole thing. 
The Bible plainly teaches that what 
you sow in your home you are going 
to reap in your children. 


My friends, maybe some of your own 
children this morning would give any- 
thing in the world if they had a daddy 
that was a little different from what 
you are. 


Do you know that some of your own 
children are surprised at you, shocked 
at you, and embarrassed about you? 
You are a Christian, but you are a 
compromising Christian. 


Some of your own children have lost 
respect for you because they know that 
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you are not real and that you are not 
genuine. 

I want you to notice three things I 
think ought to be true of every man. 


1. A Man Ought to be 
Absolutely Honest 


First of all, he ought to be absolutely 
honest. Any man that would ever tell 
one of his children a lie is not the right 
kind of man. 


Any man who would deceive one of 
his children in any way whatsoever is 
a sorry man. 


A man that will lie to his children 
and be dishonest with them is not the 
kind of man we need at the head of the 
home in America today. This matter of 
honesty is important. 


Years ago I sat in the First Baptist 
Church of Romeo, Michigan, in a 
preachers’ meeting. I sat beside a man 
that I have known for at least twenty 
years. 


This man leaned over to me while 
the preacher was preaching and said, 
“Tom, I have to do something I hate to 
do. I’ve got to leave before this meet- 
ing is over; I’ve got to go now.” 


I asked, “Why can’t you stay until 
the meeting is over?” 


He replied, “I promised my boy that 
I would be home to do a certain thing 
with him which is very important to 
him, and I’ve got to be there.” He got 
up and walked out of the church. 


A few weeks ago I spoke at a Youth 
Meeting on a Saturday night where 
there were several hundred young peo- 
ple. There was one young man who 
had a great part in the program — he 
sat on the platform, directed much of 
the meeting, played a musical instru- 
ment, and contributed a great deal to 


the Youth Rally. 


He came up to me and said, “Mr. 
Malone, you don’t know me, do you?” 


I replied, “No, I don’t.” 


He gave me his name, and, all of a 
sudden, it occurred to me that I was 
talking to the young man who was the 
son of the preacher who about 19 or 
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20 years ago said to me, “I made a 
promise to my boy, and preachers’ 
meeting or no preachers’ meeting, I’m 
not going to break a promise that | 
made to my son. I have to be honest 
with him.” 


The thought came to me, “No won- 
der that young man stands on the plat- 
form, gives a testimony, and takes a 
place of leadership. No wonder he is a 
real, genuine, consecrated child of God. 
No wonder with a father like that!” 


Let me tell you, my friends, if you 
never amount to anything in the world, 
you be honest with your children. Let 
them know that you are true-blue. 


Sometimes children take things that 
do not belong to them. If you ever let 
them take something that doesn’t be- 
long to them and get by with it, you are 
just as big a cheat as they are, and 
furthermore, you will teach them that 
it is all right to steal. 


If you ever let them run over some 
other child, and you laugh at them and 
condone them in it, you are teaching 
them that it is right to have their way 
no matter whom it hurts. 


God give us men who are honest and 
real. It doesn’t make any difference 
whether you make a success at busi- 
ness or not; it doesn’t make any differ- 
ence whether you get your name in the 
paper or not; but it does make a differ- 
ence whether or not you are honest, 
true, and sincere in your home. 


il. A Man Ought to be Clean 


Second, men need to be clean. God 
wants clean men — men who think 
clean, men who talk clean, men who 
act clean, men who live clean, men who 
are clean. 


I could go over to a nearby city this 


morning and bring a preacher into this | 


pulpit who could tell you a story that I 
am about to tell you. He was an eye 
witness to the thing I am going to relate 
to you. 


He said that a few years ago he visit- 
ed in the home of a man in that city 
and talked with the man about coming 
to church and about being a Christian. 


The man told him that he had a 
broken home, and that his wife had di- 
vorced him and wasn’t there. The 
preacher said, “I want you to be saved 
and to come to church.” 


The man said, “I’m not coming. | 
used to go; in fact, I used to be a dea-

But let me tell you, if you 
smoke cigarettes and beat your boy for 
smoking them, you are a humbug. You 
are not real and genuine. 


If you do something and tell your 
boy it is wrong to do it, you are a hy- 
pocrite. You may say, “I don’t have to 
listen to that kind of preaching.” You 
do if you come here.

Let me tell you, I want a large 
church; I want to see every man, wom- 
an, boy and girl saved I can possibly 
see.

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I ONCE HEARD an evangelist say, 

“Those who deny the reality of Di- 
vine Healing are not prejudiced; they 
are simply ignorant.” His remark was 
not intended to insult anyone. He was 
stating what to him was a basic and 
fundamental fact. 


Certainly there are many millions of 
eople who may take issue with such a 
Gee and bold statement, but what does 
an impartial and unbiased study of Di- 
vine Healing disclose to us? 


It was the impelling desire to find 
the answer to the ever-increasing debate 
over this subject that led me to start my 
search for facts about Divine Healing 
and miracles more than a dozen years 
ago. 

By 1952 I had accumulated enough 
evidence, reports, books and documents 
to compel me to conclude that those 
who claim they are healed miraculous- 
ly, and often instantly, are not self-de- 
luded, but have actually and literally 
experienced the power of the living God 
which the Master of Galilee demonstrat- 
ed so long ago, and which He said is 
available to those who believe. 


Whatever you and I may think about 
Divine Healing, we are certainly faced 
with the fact that it is something we 
should not ignore, if we are sincere in 
our efforts to commune with and to 
try to understand God better. 


Opponents of the doctrine of Divine 
Healing frequently argue that too many 
of the followers of the healing evangel- 
ists come “just for the loaves and the 
fishes ;” meaning they are only after the 
physical blessings, while ignoring the 
deeper and more lasting blessings which 
communion with our Lord can bring. 


While I would not say this is not true 
in some cases, I wonder if Jesus would 
have withheld this part of His ministry 
just because He knew the sick and suf- 
fering flocked about Him only to re-

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ceive what He could give them in phy- 
sical blessings? 


The Bible bears record that He heal- 
ed many, and though the Scripture does 
not specifically account for each one, it 
is certainly evident that those He heal- 
ed did not all return to the Christian 
faith after the crucifixion. 


We must, therefore, conclude that 
many in His day also came “just for 
the loaves and the fishes.” 


It should be noted that many “big 
name” denominations today pray for 
the sick. How many are healed through 
prayer will never be known with any 
degree of accuracy. 


In my own life I have had many ex- 
periences which convince me that Di- 
vine Healing, through devout prayer, is 
a reality. 


Personal Testimony 


My first experience, which demon- 
strated clearly to me how the Power of 
God protects those who earnestly seek 
Him in times of stress and danger, 
came at the age of six. I knew little or 
nothing about prayer, but I did know 
about God. 


At the time this event occurred, my 
parents lived on the rocky coast of nor- 
thern California, near the town of Fort 
Bragg. 


About a mile from our home was a 
private beach hemmed in by thick 
brush and scrub pines on one side and 
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cliffs fifty feet high on the other. The 
only entrance to this beach was by way 
of a trail through the brush. 


Every afternoon I went alone to play 
on this beach or gather sea shells, 
which lay in abundance along the shore. 


On the day of the event which was to 
have a life-long influence upon me, 
someone had set fire to some logs near 
the water’s edge. 


As I played in my little world of 
make believe, the wind from the sea 
flicked the flames from the logs into 
some of the brush. 


I paid little heed to the blazing scrub 
pines until I suddenly realized the sun 
was almost ready to dip into the sea. 


The tide had been rising steadily for 
two hours. I recalled then that my moth- 
er had told me to come home early be- 
cause the high tide was due just before 
sunset. 


As I turned to leave, I stood petrified 
as I saw the hot flames engulfing the 
little trail which led to the highway a 
thousand feet away. 


By this time the water was lapping 
at the edges of the outermost part of 
the cliffs on the north side of the beach. 
The flames extended to the water’s edge 
on the south. To the east lay the burn- 
ing scrub pines. 


I did not cry. I suppose I was just 
too frightened to find any tears. I look- 
ed at those jagged cliffs. Then I looked 
westward to the vast expanse of ocean 
spreading on and on into eternity, it 
seemed. 


Each wave seemed to reach closer as 
though eager to grasp my tiny body 
and carry it out into the foaming tide. 
I crept to the rocky ledge and looked 
up. I clutched at the perpendicular wall. 
Then I prayed. 


It wasn’t a fancy prayer. I didn’t 
know any fancy prayers. But it was 
sincere and simple, like Peter’s prayer 
of old when he was sinking upon the 
water and cried out, “Lord, save me!” 


“God, help me get out,” I sobbed. 
“God, help me get out!” 


Some may say it was the wind I 
heard as it whispered through the burn- 
ing pine trees; or the wash of the waves 
on the shore; but whatever it may have 
been, to me it spoke in a clear and un- 
mistakable voice: 
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“Start climbing.” 


I looked around, thinking someone 
had come to find me, but no one was 
there. Again, the “voice” said, “Start 
climbing!” This time it was more in- 
sistent. 


I hesitated. Then I grasped a tiny 
piece of brush extending from a crev- 
ice in the rocks. I pulled. My body 
seemed amazingly light, and the brush 
held my weight. I put my foot against 
the side of the cliff. I pulled again and 
raised myself a few inches up the rocky 
wall. 


I reached up again and dug my tiny 
fingers into the crevices in the rock. 
Inch by inch I pulled and tugged my 
way upward, while all the time from 
“somewhere” seemed to come the con- 
stant words of encouragement, “Keep 
climbing!” 


The next day my father and some 
other men examined the cliff I had 
climbed and they said, “Impossible!” 
But is anything impossible to God? 


Marks on the cliff showed that the 
water had, indeed, reached one of the 
highest tides of the year, a full three 
feet high at the base of the cliffs I had 
climbed to safety the night before! 


Although I have had numerous ex- 
periences through the years which clear- 
ly demonstrated to me the ever present 
hand of God, none impressed me half 
so much as that first answer to prayer 
when I was a tiny boy caught between 
the roaring flames and the hungry sea. 


Physical healing has become as com- 
mon in my life as visits to the doctor’s 
office are to millions of others. 


I do not mean by that to imply that I 
ever neglect to give thanks to the God I 
love when I have received the benefits 
of His healing hand. 


Indeed, there is never a day goes by 
that I do not pause many times in pray- 
erful gratitude for the security and 
strength I feel because of knowing He 
is ever near me. 


When I say that physical healing has 
become common in my life, I mean that 
the experiences I have had now number 
into many dozens, and perhaps even 
hundreds, if I count the little cuts, 
bruises, etc., which would send many 
another rushing to his doctor for a 
tetanus shot. 


God Answers Prayer 


It is not only my own experiences 
which have strengthened my faith in 
God. Several years ago I began my 
teaching ministry, and since then I have 
received literally thousands of letters 
testifying to the truth of the healing 
power of God, and His nearness to 
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WARNER SALLMAN was born in 

Chicago, Illinois April 30, 1892 of 
Swedish and Finnish parents, who rear- 
ed him in the Christian faith. 


As a very young lad he dreamed of 
becoming a doctor, later he favored the 
ministry, but he became an artist. 


At an early age he manifested an ac- 
tive interest in drawing and painting, 
and his father and mother, recognizing 
the talent the boy possessed, encourag- 


ed him. 


His interest in religious art manifest- 
ed itself when he was very young. The 
attic studio which his father had de- 
vised in their home became a place of 
enchantment for him. 


It was here at the age of ten, he at- 
tempted his first oil painting. This he 
brought with him to school and was 
overjoyed when his teacher found it 
worthy of displaying to the other mem- 
bers of the staff. During school days 
he made classroom charts, mottoes and 
posters in pen and ink as well as color 
work. 


After graduation he apprenticed in 
local studios while attending night 
school classes in the Chicago Art Insti- 
tute. Here he became a protege of the 
noted Spanish War newspaper illustra- 
tor, Walter Marshall Cluett and was 
granted the only certificate ever given 
for evening school work in the history 
of the Institute up to that time. 


God Intervenes 


In 1912 he set out for New York to 
make a mark for himself in the big 
city, an adventure which lasted only a 
few weeks. He became ill and had to 
spend several days in his room at the 


Y.M.C.A. 


When he was able to be out again he 
found that his trunk which contained, 
among other things, his art materials 
and precious samples, had not been de- 
livered. 


After several unsuccessful attempts 
to find his trunk at the railroad station, 
he visited several art studios and pre- 
sented his case. Many of them were in- 
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terested but promised nothing until he 
could produce samples of his work. 


One studio, convinced of his ability, 
offered him a position as its representa- 
tive in England. While he was ponder- 
ing this matter, two communications ar- 
rived from Chicago, one was a letter 
from his father urging him not to ac- 
cept the offer to England, the other con- 
tained an attractive offer from a Chica- 
go studio. 


Convinced that these messages held 
his answer, he decided to return to his 
home city. Before leaving he made one 
more attempt to locate his missing 
trunk. 


Due to his insistance, he was permit- 
ted to accompany the railway agent in- 
to a shed where trunks were piled high, 
row upon row. In a far corner of the 
room, as though concealed with a pur- 
pose, was his trunk. 


Had it been found earlier, his story 
may have been very different. 


In the years that followed, Warner 
Sallman was affiliated with various stu- 
dios until he established one of his 
own. During this time he married Miss 
Ruth Edith Anderson on May 31, 1916. 


A Period of Testing 


A period of severe testing came to 
them during the first years of their 
marriage. 


One evening in the spring of 1917 
Sallman was told he had tuberculosis in 
the glands of his neck, and that prob- 
ably he would have but three months 
to live. Reluctantly he broke the news 
to his young wife. 


But manifesting her usual spirit of 
serenity and fortitude, she replied, 
“Let’s pray about it and let the Lord 


have his way in the matter.” This they 
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did. A remarkable restoration to health 
followed and the recovery seemed like 
a miracle, although it was progressive 
rather than instantaneous. 


In the early twenties Sallman became 
acquainted with a number of men who 
did a great deal to influence his think- 
ing. Through these and many other ex- 
periences, God was at work in the life 
of Warner Sallman preparing him for 
the creation of the much-beloved pic- 
ture which was drawn in the winter of 


1924. 


The Birth of a Painting 


For about a month Warner Sallman 
had been faced with an assignment 
which to him was very special. He was 
to design the cover page for the Febru- 
ary issue of a denominational maga- 
zine. 


Tomorrow was the deadline and he 
was not prepared to meet it. He had at- 
tempted sketch after sketch but none of 
these satisfied him. 


It was after midnight when he 
thought that perhaps a new day would 
bring fresh inspiration and went to 
bed, but not to sleep. 


The clock was nearing two when sud- 
denly and vividly there appeared to his 
mind’s eye a picture. How clear it was! 


Impelled by the revelation, he hasten- 
ed out of bed, sat down at his board 
and made a three-inch thumb-nail 
sketch of what he had envisaged. 


So it was that in the quiet hours of 
the early January night in 1924, War- 
ner Sallman created his original por- 
trayal of Christ which is known and 
loved the world over. 


Strange as it may seem, the picture 
did not gain wide recognition until 
about 1933. With the mounting interest 
also came an ever-growing need for 
color reproduction and late in 1940, 
Mr. Sallman painted the “Head of 
Christ” in oils. 


The first edition of reproductions 
from this painting was published and 
copyrighted in 1941 by Kriebel & 
Bates. Many editions have been printed 
since then and the beautiful color prints 
have gone to all parts of the world. 


A demand grew for more pictures by 
Sallman showing Christ in various set- 
tings. Thus a new series of religious 
paintings began to come from the hand 
and heart of this devout Christian ar- 
tist. 


To date, this series includes twenty- 
one Masterpieces from the brush of this 
row world-famous artist. They shall 
ever live on as a glowing and irrefut- 
able evidence of what God can do 
through one life wholly dedicated to 
Him. 
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ig IS NOW a known fact that the fate 

of the free nation hangs in the bal- 
ance and, according to the Communist 
plan, that balance shall tip their way 
by 1970! 


This period is a deceptive one, de- 
signed for the most part to make it ap- 
pear that the Communists have lost 
their revolutionary initiative — yet eve- 
rything is going according to their 
timetable which they have planned to 
end in the fulfillment of a World Soviet 
State.

Free men everywhere should remind 
themselves that the Communists will 
only strike when they feel sure of vic- 
tory, and strong enough to bring devas- 
tation to the non-Communist world. 


Several years ago, there fell into the 
hands of our American government 
some secret documents, which contain- 
ed the Communist timetable for world 
revolution. They went as follows: 


Asia 

1. “Japan and India must become 
part of the Communist sphere of in- 
fluence by 1962. By 1962, China’s 
military, economic and ° industrial 
power will be so developed that 
with a mere show of force by the 
Soviet Union in China, the ruling 
clique of Japan will capitulate, and 
a peaceful revolution will take 
place. In the case of India, only 
peaceful means should be adopted.

East Asia 
will fall only under threat or by mil- 
itary coup.” 


It is well here to take into considera- 
tion the fact that the only strong lead- 
ership outside of Nehru in India is his 
daughter and son-in-law, who are both

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members in powerful positions in the 
Communist Party of that country, and 
should Nehru die or resign, they could 
well be the next leadership of the mil- 
lions of India, and unite it to the Com. 
munist world orbit. 


In regard to Asia, we must remem- 
ber that early this spring saw the rise 
of the Asio-African bloc, which now 
has powerful broadcasting stations and 
billions of dollars to carry on their 
Soviet propaganda campaign among il- 
literate people of these two continents, 
welding them together into a powerful 
revolutionary corps with the cry of 
“Throw off the yoke of colonialism and 
destroy the Capitalist imperialists.” 


Africa 


2. “All of Africa should be prepar- 
ed for a Communist coup by 1965. 
After India has been won over, the 
problem of the Philippines and the 
Arabic countries can easily be 
solved by economic cooperation, al- 
liances, united fronts and coalition. 
This task may be completed in 
1965. Then a wave of revolution 
will sweep over the whole contin- 
ent of Africa, and the imperialists 
and the colonizers will be quickly 
driven into the sea.” 


It may be well here again to consider 
the fact of the upheaval of the Indone- 
sian Islands, which is driving the Dutch 
and Americans out. 


Also, the new Arabic Federation of 
Nations, which Nassar has organized 


in the Middle East. 


Also the Mau Mau revolt and the 
growing unrest throughout the contin- 
ent of Africa, which shows that the 
spark of revolution now is being fanned 
into a destructive flame. 


Europe 


3. “All of Europe should fall to 
Communist domination after the 
winning of Africa. With Asia and 
Africa disconnected with the Capi- 
talist countries in Europe, there 
will be total economic collapse in 
Western Europe. Their capitula- 
tion will be a matter of course.” 


We already see the seeds of economic 
collapse in the general recession which 
is taking place in the world, and with 
many of the allied countries turning to 
the Soviet Union and her satellites for 
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trade pacts. Should these contracts ever 
be cut off, it could bring a complete 
financial collapse in the governments of 
Europe. 


America 


4. “No war with the United 
States until after 1970. The United 
States must be isolated by all pos- 
sible means. Britain must be pla- 
cated by being convinced that there 
is a possibility of settling the major 
issues between the East and West, 
and that the Communist and Cap- 
italist countries can live in peace. 
Opportunities for trade will have a 
great influence on the British mind. 
We must be on guard against the 
possibility that the United States 
will choose to have war. The defen- 
sive and offensive preparations of 
the Soviet Union and China must 
therefore be completed before 
1970.” 


The straw is already in the wind in 
regards to this action, in the continual 
peace overtures and calls for summit 
meetings which are coming weekly from 
Khrushchev of Russia — especially in 
their latest bid calling for the outlawing 
of nuclear weapons, and their willing- 
ness (supposedly) to take the first step. 


In Britain already we see a strong 
turning in the political tide toward the 
British Labor Party, which calls for 
closer ties with Russia, and along with 
this, we see the new government in 
Canada, which is moving away from 
the close friendship that we enjoyed in 
the past, and is looking for new outlets 
for their goods in Red China and in the 
Soviet satellite countries. 


Economic Collapse 


5. “Plan for economic collapse of 
Capitalistic countries. As a final 
goal, there should be in East and 
South Asia, after these are conquer- 
ed, 25-million well-trained men who 
can be immediately mobilized. 
These men are to be held in readi- 
ness for emergency. They will force 
the Capitalistic countries to keep 
on increasing defense expenses un- 
til economic collapse overtakes 
them.” 


True it is that so often the enemies 
of the free people have frankly given 
the world their plan, and yet in our 
lethargy we have allowed them to carry 
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it out to the point where it has caused 
undue suffering, trillions of dollars in 
expense and millions of the cream of 
our nation’s youth. 


Communism — An Eternal Enemy 


Now again, the most powerful world 
conquerors ever known in the history 
of mankind, who have risen from a few 
thousand seemingly crackpot Bolshe- 
viks, to now, master of one-third of the 
earth’s surface, and 850-millions of its 
peoples, have openly declared their in- 
tentions. 


If America goes down and the free 
world is destroyed, we can never say 
that we had no warning. The enemy 
has plainly set forth their timetable and 
their inner desires. 


We as a people must see to it that 
this shall never come to pass. This will 
mean that we must look on Communism 
as an eternal enemy — not as a poten- 
tial friend. 


We must outlaw it at home; and we 
can too, weaken and destroy its influ- 
ence abroad. 


We must strengthen our free enter- 
prise system, and adjust our people to 
a more sane economy than that of the 
ancient Romans who cried: “Eat, drink 
_ be merry, for tomorrow we may 

ie.” 


If we are to win the fight in the 
twelve short years which lie ahead, we 
must come to the realization that the 
price of liberty is not one of rose- 
strewn paths, but one of blood and 
sweat and tears—one which our found- 
ing fathers saw clearly when _ they 
pledged their lives and fortunes and 
their sacred honor to the task of bring- 
ing liberty to our land. 


It only can be preserved by so great 
a pledge.

"THE WORDS “Religion Without 

God” caught my eye as I glanced 
at the cover of a recent number of a 
certain secular magazine. 


My curiosity was aroused and I in- 
vested forty cents in the publication. 
The article was very illuminating. It 
was written by one of the leading mo- 
dernist preachers of America. 


The article dealt with a new thing 
called humanism, which has become 
popular during recent months. 


This is a great age for slogans and 
catch phrases. Everyone is familiar 
with such American classics as the 
terms “Whoopee,” “Jazz” and “Taboo.” 


Unfortunately, jazz has not been con- 
fined to the social realm, but has invad- 
ed the field of religion. Humanism is a 
religious jazz. When men want to make 
“Whoopee” out of religion, they call it 
“Humanism.” 


A new “denomination” called Hu- 
manism was launched recently, with 
headquarters in New York City. Thus 
the humanist is trying to dignify his 
infidelity by operating it as a religion. 


The new denomination was launched 
by a man who was once a Baptist 
preacher. Later he became identified 
with the Unitarians and finally became 
a Universalist. 


Neither the Unitarians or Universal- 
ists were liberal enough for him, so he 
started something of his own. 


He says: “Humanism unanimously 
agrees in rejecting the supernatural. 
This is the great dividing line between 
them and all other religions of today.” 
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Humanism Not New 


Humanism is not new. It is the same 
lie that brought about the collapse of 
Eden. The purpose of Humanism is to 
rule the transcendent God out of our 
thinking, and to destroy faith in every- 
thing supernatural. 


This was the method of the serpent 
when he tempted Eve. He said: “You 
don’t need a God. The God idea is out- 
worn. What you must have is a new 
conception of God. The latest scholar- 
ship demands a new God idea! Be your 
own God. Yield to temptation and ye 
shall be as gods.” 


Did you ever hear anybody talk that 
way in the Twentieth Century? 


So the question arises — Can there 
be religion without God? The human 
race has experimented along these lines 
since the day the serpent tempted Eve. 


Humanism says with much gusto that 
one can be religious without God. It 
complains that we have outgrown the 


God described in the Bible. 


Modern scholarship tells us that man 
made God in his own image and that 
man evolved on the scenes before the 


God idea evolved. 


Our animal ancestors became fright- 
ened when they saw nature ravaged by 
cyclone, earthquake and storm. Evolv- 
ing man became superstitious, as he 
saw havoc wrought in nature, and fear, 
mingled with superstition, gave rise to 
the idea of a Supreme Being. 
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Thus the idea of God came through 
man’s perverted imagination and the 
time has come for rational beings to 
break the fetters of superstition, rea- 
lize their own self-importance and be 
their own God. “Ye shall be as gods.” 
This, I say, was the lie of Eden. 


Not a few scholars say that the time 
has come for modern scholarship to 
evolve a new God. This was the posi- 
tion that a university professor took 
while addressing a recent session of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, when he said that the 
day had come for science to produce a 
new God by laboratory experimenta- 
tion. 


You would think, to hear these men 
talk, that you could make gods like you 
can make Buddhas for incense burners! 


The Serpent 


Before the fall of man, Satan was a 
beautiful and alluring creature. It is 
said that he was the most subtle beast 
of the field. 


He possessed sparkling beauty. He 
understood and could speak the lan- 
guage of Eden. He belonged to the ani- 
mals, but occupied a position between 
the highest animals and the human 
kingdom. 


He was not a hideous, repulsive, ve- 
nomous creature before the fall but, 
on the contrary, he possessed great 
charm and beauty. 


He watched until such a time as Eve 
was alone and away from Adam. It was 
then that he enticed her through the 
Garden towards the tree, which was in 


the midst of Eden. 


As we read the story of the fall of 
man in the book of Genesis, we observe 
that this beautiful creature laid every 
detail of the plot in advance, with great 
care. 


Every suggestion and urge toward 
sin and indulgence was provided at ex- 
actly the right time, in order to accom- 
plish the object which the serpent had 
in view. 


As Eve was being enticed toward the 
tree, no doubt the thought presented it- 
self as to why God should have station- 
ed it at such a distance. Why the great 
distance between it and the other trees 
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of which they might partake at their 
pleasure? Perhaps this led to a fool- 
ish curiosity to examine carefully the 
forbidden object. 


She suffered the serpent to allure her 
to a fatal spot. She entered the devil’s 
territory when she consented to re- 
spond to the Satanic suggestion. 


Had Eve avoided the vicinity of the 
tree, she could never have fixed the 
gaze upon it which ruined her and the 
human race. Many of her descendants 
have brought about their own downfall 
by lingering on the borders of wrong 
doing. 


As she stood near the tree, the ser- 
pent approached and began to talk to 
her. We see that she was not startled 
by the occurrence and this directs us to 
understand that intelligent communica- 
tion had existed between man and the 
serpent before. 


One writer says: “It is an interesting 
fact that in that remarkable sculptor, 
Osiris at Phylie, the oldest survival re- 
presenting the fall of man, Eve is seen 
offering the fruit to Adam. The tree is 
between them and the serpent stands 
in an erect posture.” 


According to Isaiah 14:29, the ser- 
pent had wings before the fall. He could 
spread his wings and fly. He could fold 
them under himself and stand erect. He 
was the pet of the Garden. 


He was pleasant to look upon. His 
eyes twinkled with mirth. His very gaze 
was refreshing. The beautiful scales on 


his body probably glistened in the sun-: 


light like burnished gold. 


Playfully, innocently, happily, he 
mingled with the other animals and the 
progenitors of the race. Little did Eve 
know that a powerful enemy lurked be- 
hind the sparkling eyes and humorous 
countenance of the flying pet of the 


Garden. 


The serpent was the most intelligent 
and the most companionable of all the 
animals. In every way it was the most 
fitted for pleasing her eye and attract- 
ing her attention. 


The Temptation 


“Can it be true that God has said that 
ye shall not eat of any tree in this beau- 
tiful Garden?” the serpent asked. 


Simple as such a question would ap- 
pear at first sight, it was full of fasci- 
nating guile and it was tactfully adapt- 
ed to the purpose of disturbing the 
moral being of Eve and thus preparing 
the way for the temptation that was to 
follow. 


The tempter appears innocent and af- 
fects to think that she refrains from 
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partaking of the fruit because God has 
arbitrarily forbidden it. So his skillfully 
prepared question opens the way for 
the balance of the conversation that fol- 
lowed. 


It throws her off her guard by his 
assumed ignorance. It puts him in the 
position of wanting to be informed and 
this probably tends to stir up her van- 
ity. 

Notice carefully that in the conversa- 
tion he uses the term Elohim instead of 
the covenant name Jehovah. When he 
refers to God, he mentions Him as the 
Creator in the remote past, and as One 
Who has perhaps little concern in pres- 
ent problems. 


He does not use the covenant name 
Jehovah because Satan had rejected the 
blood atonement which had been fore- 
ordained before the foundation of the 
world. 


The question also implies the possi- 
bility that God did not really forbid 
Adam and Eve to partake of that parti- 
cular thing. It also hints that possibly 
God was mistaken if He did. 


“Can it be true that God has forbid- 
den you?” The question had its desired 
effect, because instead of Eve rebuking 
the serpent, Eve answered its question. 


She reminded the serpent that God 
had said: “Ye shall not eat of it, neither 
shall ye touch it, lest ye die.” 


It will be observed that her answer 
was an exaggeration, which is indica- 
tive of secret discontent, for God had 
not forbidden that the fruit should be 
touched. He had only forbidden to eat 
it. Exaggerations are frequently an in- 
dication of moral weakness. 


It will be noticed also that she uses 
the term, “Lest ye die.” This is a weak- 
ening of the language which God had 
used, for He had said: ‘Thou shalt 


surely die.” 


So we see that doubt had already 
blinded her mind and the temptation 
was having the desired effect. The ser- 
pent came back with his deliberate lie 
and said: “Ye shall not surely die. Ye 
shall be as gods.” 


This is the same lie that the devil is 
using today. He hypnotizes people into 
believing that they can sin and get by 
with it, that they can sin and not pay 
for it. “Ye shall not surely die. Ye shall 
be as gods.” The idea of “Religion 
Without God” is not new. 


Conspiracy to Dethrone God 


It was not so long ago that France 
said that it would drive the God idea 
from its borders. It tried to establish 
a religion without God. It took a wom- 
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an, put her upon a pedestal and wor- 
shipped her as a goddess. 


Humanists in all ages have admitted 
that there is an inherent cry in the hu- 
man soul for God and it has tried to 
satisfy this yearning by natural «nd 
human means. The Humanism of today 
is simply a reversion to type. 


The root idea back of Humanism is 
to build “a big man and a little God.” 
There is a world-wide conspiracy at the 
present time to dethrone God. 


The bold, vulgar, outspoken infidel 
of yesterday is being replaced in many 
instances by the cultured, smooth high- 
brow in the university. Every student 
in our higher institutions of learning 
knows that what I am saying is true. 


Different methods to dethrone God 
are being used in different parts of the 
world. 


Russian Atheism 


Russia tried to dethrone God a few 
years ago. Right now, the government 
is persecuting all persons who dare to 
profess belief in the existence of a Su- 
preme Being. 


A course in atheism is being taught | 
to children in the grade schools of Rus- 
sia, so they can go home and teach the 
atheistic ideas of the government to 
their parents. 


I read a report recently about one of 
the latest methods that has been invent- 
ed for destroying Christians — fre- 
quently when a Christian is found wor- 
shipping God secretly, he is compelled 





by officials to dig his own grave and is 


buried alive. | 


But Russia is finding that when she 
dethroned God, she also dethroned her 
home. No civilization can stand with- 
out home. 


When she dethroned God, she de- 
throned morality and marriage. Today 
we witness the harvest of immorality 
in that nation. 


It is reported that there are four mil- 
lion waifs running wild like animals, 
without father, mother or home. To 
provide and care for these waifs offers 
one of the government’s most difficult 
problems. 


When you break down the thought of 
God, you take the clamps and restric- 
tions off of the human conscience. 
There is nothing that can cultivate the 
conscience except the knowledge that 
some day we will give an account to a 
just God for the deeds done in the 
body. 


Destroy the idea of God and you de- 
stroy the conscience. Destroy the con- 
science and you open the flood-gates of 
immorality. Open the flood-gates of im- 
morality and you destroy the nation. 


Pushing God Back 


The atheist does not like to admit it 
but his atheism is really his religion. 
Atheism is a religion. When a man 
says he is an atheist, it is at once evi- 
dent that he has a religious instinct 
which, unwittingly, he is trying to satis- 
fy with a negation. 


Atheism is a “Religion Without 
God.” One has to be very religious to 
take the trouble to deny it. I am think- 
ing of the young man who said: “I am 
an atheist and I thank God for it.” 
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If one can make himself believe that 
there is no God, he can justify himself 
for every sinful indulgence and gloat 
over the fact that he will never be 
brought into judgment for his sins. 


When the evolutionists succeed in 
putting God on a vacation for seventeen 
billion years, they have accomplished 
the same objective. 


One of the purposes of Humanism is 
to push God back into the millions of 
years past, or into a bank of fire-mist, 
where He cannot possibly get at us in 
this, the year 1930. 


“Scientific’’ Reasoning 


Careful scientists agree that there 
must be an infinite Mind and infinite 
Creator back of all material things, but 
He is so far back that He must be ruled 
out of our thinking. 


This was the trick of the serpent in 
conversation with Eve, when he used 
the creative name Elohim for God, in- 
stead of the covenant name, Jehovah. 


The scientist studies atoms and con- 
templates they are made of positive and 
negative charges of electricity called 
electrons and protons. Back of them 
there must be an infinite intelligence. 


He contemplates that electricity is an 
enigma. We know how to get electrici- 
ty, but we do not know what it is. Back 
of it there must be an infinite intelli- 
gence. 


With his microscope he studies the 
processes of life, and since his micro- 
scope cannot make life visible to the na- 
tural eye, he concludes that back of it 
there must have been an infinite intelli- 
gence.: 


He studies the cosmic ray and the 
x-ray, and since these are mysteries, 
he concludes that back of them there 
must be an infinite intelligence. 


He applies the same principle to 
force, motion, energy and the fact of 
law and order in the universe, and says 
back of these there must be an infinite 
intelligence. 


The Transcendent God 


The conclusion is therefore reached 
that God is in the processes, that God 
is unwrapping, unfolding and unravel- 
ing and manifesting Himself in the 
atom, electricity, life, energy, law and 
order. Thus they affect to put God in 
the process of nature. 


This is Pantheism. It is as old as 
oriental philosophies. China and India 
were teaching this kind of thing when 
Confucius was a baby. 


The Christian concept is that God is 
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a Personality and, as such, He is re- 
moved from this mundane creation, as 
I am a personality removed from my 
child, who is also a personality. 


This planet could be snuffed out to- 
night and all the life there is on it could 
disappear, and yet nothing would be 
subtracted from the personality of God. 


One of the blunders of modern scho- 
larship is that it is trying to discover 
God. I talked with a college professor 
recently who said if he could discover 
truth, he would believe. 


I told him that he would never dis- 
cover truth. He said that if he could 
discover God, he would believe. I told 
him that he would never discover God. 


Scholars have a silly notion that 
somehow by more laboratory experi- 
mentation and scientific investigation 
they will eventually discover God. God 
is not discovered — He is revealed. 


As the transcendent Supreme Being, 
in Whose nature there are embodied all 
the qualities of personality, God is re- 
moved from the natural processes of 
creation but manifests Himself through 
supernaturalism. 


God is not discovered through natur- 
alism. He is revealed through superna- 
turalism. 


Revealed in the Book 


It has pleased Him to reveal Himself 
in a supernatural Book, which was writ- 
ten by holy men of old, whose brains 
were energized by supernatural power. 


There are a hundred reasons why we 
know that the Bible is a supernatural 
revelation. Its amazing unity speaks 
of its supernatural origin. Instead of 
being one Book, in reality it comprises 
sixty-six books. 


It required fifteen hundred years to 
write the Bible and forty different au- 
thors cooperated in preparing it. 


It required twenty years to write 
Gibbons’ History of Rome and thirty- 
six years to compile Webster’s Diction- 
ary. 

The Bible was written by men from 
all walks of life — kings, shepherds, 
statesmen, fishermen, politicians, scho- 
lars and warriors, yet every part of the 
Book is linked to every other part in 
one great rhythmic, harmonious whole, 
and one Spirit passes like a golden 
thread from Genesis to Revelation. 


The scientific accuracy of the Book 
is evidence that it is a message from 
the transcendent God. Scholars have 
ridiculed the Book and have made 
young people believe that modern scien- 
tific knowledge has proved much of it 
to be false. 


Such crass statements have no foun- 
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dation in truth. There is not one fact 
in science that disproves a single state- 
ment of Scripture. 


In the city of Chicago there has been 
one thousand dollars on deposit for sev- 
eral years, presided over by a group of 
honest men, which has been offered 
through the Associated Press, to be 
paid to any person that will submit 
scientific fact which disproves any state- 
ment in Scripture. 


Men who scoff at the Scriptures and 
do not hesitate to mislead our youth by 
shoddy references to Jonah and the 
Whale, Joshua’s long day, the destruc- 
tion of Sodom and Gomorrha, the cre- 
ative statement of Genesis and other 
mooted passages of Scripture, should 
submit their scientific proof and collect 
the money. 


God has revealed Himself in His su- 
pernatural Book. 


Revealed in His Son 


He has also revealed Himself in His 
Son. More than three hundred prophe- 
cies in the Old Testament were fulfilled 
in the birth, life, death, resurrection 
and ascension of Jesus Christ. 


It has been remarked that if one such 
prophecy had been fulfilled, that that 
would be sufficient argument for the 
deity of Christ. 


Micah, for instance, named the town 
in which Jesus would be born, and said: 
“But thou Bethlehem Ephratah, though 
thou be little among the thousands of 
Judah, yet out of thee shall he come 
forth unto me that is to be ruler in Is- 
rael; whose goings forth have been 
from of old, from everlasting.” 


Isaiah predicted that He would be 
born of a Virgin, and Luke, a physician, 
tells us that the prophecy came true. 


Zechariah announced the sum _ of 





money that His betrayer would receive 
for delivering Christ to His enemies, as 
thirty pieces of silver, the very amount 
which was paid Judas for his ignoble 
deed. 


It has been pointed out that David 
prophesied that the Redeemer would die 
on a cross several hundred years before 
the cross was even introduced as a sys- 
tem for putting people to death. 


David said that His hands and feet 
would be pierced and crucifixion is the 
only kind of execution that does this. 
David also predicted that Christ would 
resurrect from the dead. 


The life that the Son of God lived 
was as miraculous as His Virgin Birth. 
A theologian can come as near explain- 
ing the Virgin Birth of Christ as the so- 
ciologist can come to explaining the 
Virgin life of Christ. 


His life was as great a miracle as 
His birth. He lived on this earth for 
more than thirty years and never com- 
mitted one single sin. This fact alone 
would be sufficient proof that He is a 
supernatural revelation of God to our 
humanity. 


A strong argument for the Virgin 
Birth of Christ is the fact that He com- 
municates a virgin life to regenerate 
mortals. 


I know a man who spent thirty-four 
years in sin. He was a gunman and 
grew up in the underworld. In a south- 
ern state he killed a man by stabbing 
him to death. 


Two years ago this month that man 
heard the Gospel for the first time in 
his life and surrendered to Jesus Christ. 


From the day he accepted Christ un- 
til this hour he has never smoked or 
tasted liquor. His life was instantly and 
completely transformed. 


In my judgment, the virgin life that 
came into that man’s heart at the ex- 
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perience of the new birth is an unan- 
swerable argument in defense of the 
Virgin Birth of the Christ who saved 
him. 

We hear it said frequently that we 
have outgrown the Bible and that we 
need a new religion and a new church. 
Humanism has been born to meet this 
need. 


A New Religion 


The question has arisen, “Who will 
found this new religion? Who will write 
this new Bible? Who will establish this 


new church?” 


The answer has been given that some 
great scholar, an intellectual giant, will 
give to the world a new moral code 
which will take the place of our antique 
ideas of morality and marriage and that 
this code will become the Bible of the 
twentieth century. 


This scholar will bring the race into 
the consciousness of the fatherhood of 
God and the universal brotherhood of 
man. 


That sounds very good, and if the 
gentleman can give us something better 
than we have, we should all accept it. 


Would it be asking too much, how- 
ever, to suggest that we take the great 
scholar out to the outskirts of some city, 
when he arrives, and drive some nails 
through his hands and feet? 


When we are certain that he is about 
dead, have a soldier run a spear in his 
side, and then put him in a box, and 
nail the lid of the box down tight. 


Then let the scholar knock the box to 
splinters, roll the stone away, come out 
on the third day and write a Bible, and 
I will buy a copy. 


Let him establish a religion and I 
will become one of his disciples. Let 
him call his church “Humanism” or 
any other kind of “ism,” and I will join 
it, but until some scholar does this, I 
shall continue preaching the superna- 
tural Christ. 


Revealed in Salvation 


God is also revealed in His superna- 
tural salvation. The purest and highest 
form of evidence for the existence of 
God is to experience Deity in conscious- 
ness. 


I am taking into consideration the 
fact that many Bible teachers will not 
agree with this statement. Some will say 
that the supreme evidence of salvation 
is not experience but doctrine. 


If this be true, how could a blind, 
deaf and dumb man be saved? Such a 
man could not read the doctrinal state- 
ment, nor could he hear Christian doc- 
trine expounded. 





Finality is not something that you 


read, it is something that you experi- 
ence. It is not something that you hear, 
it is something that you know to the 
degree of absolute realization. 


Every Bible in the world could be 
destroyed and I would still know that I 
have contacted God. 


As a matter of fact, there is not a 
perfect doctrinal statement in existence. 
There is a flaw in every creed that has 
ever been written. 


The matter of subscribing to a doc- 
trine is not an infallible test of salva- 
tion. Even the Apostles’ Creed is not 
flawless. 


Divine Love 


Consider the fact that in all the 
creeds and statements of doctrine ever 
written, since the church began, there is 
not a single reference to divine love. 
The creeds of the church have overlook- 
ed this one great essential. They have 
ignored the fact that God is love, and 
that to know God, the soul must live in 
divine love. 


John says: “Beloved, let us love one 
another: for love is of God; and every 
one that loveth is born of God, and 
knoweth God. He that loveth not know- 
eth not God; for God is love. 


“In this was manifested the love of 
God toward us, because that God sent 
his only begotten Son into the world, 
that we might live through him. Herein 
is love, not that we loved God, but that 
he loved us, and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins. 


“Beloved, if God so loved us, we 
ought also to love one another. No man 
hath seen God at any time. If we love 
one another, God dwelleth in us, and 
his love is perfected in us.” (I John 
4:7-12) 


“And we have known and believed 
the love that God hath to us. God is 
love; and he that dwelleth in love dwell- 
eth in God, and God in him. Herein is 
our love made perfect, that we may 
have boldness in the day of judgment: 
because as he is, so are we in this world. 


“There is no fear in love; but perfect 


_love casteth out fear: because fear hath 


torment. He that feareth is not made 
perfect in love. We love him, because 
he first loved us. 


“If a man say, I love God, and hateth 
his brother, he is a liar; for he that 
loveth not his brother whom he hath 
seen, how can he love God whom he 
hath not seen? And this commandment 
have we from him, That he who loveth 
God love his brother also.” (I John 
4:16-21) 


This fatal omission of divine love 
The Defender 











from the creeds and doctrinal state- 
ments of the church explains a lot of 
things. It explains how it is that Chris- 
tian brethren, even in the ministry, can 
demonstrate such an ugly and bitter 
spirit toward one another. 


In recent years the so-called funda- 
mentalism has drafted a doctrinal state- 
ment to which a minority group says 
every loyal Christian must subscribe. 
There are nine points in the statement. 


First, the verbal inspiration of the 
Scriptures. Second, the fact of the eter- 
nal Trinity. Third, the Virgin Birth of 
Christ. 


Fourth, the fact that man is a special 
creation. Fifth, the blood atonement. 
Sixth, the resurrection. 


Seventh, the premillennial doctrine 
of the second coming of Christ. Eighth, 
the new birth. Ninth, hell for the sin- 
ner and heaven for the saint. 


This is very good, as far as it goes, 
but the statement is imperfect, because 
it has no reference to the great under- 
lying, motivating, dynamic of revealed 
religion — Divine Love. 


Experiencing God 


The highest achievement known to 
man is to experience God in conscious- 
ness. To be God-conscious is to be de- 
sired above everything else in the world. 
God is revealed in His supernatural 
salvation. 


The story is told of two men in 
French Indo-China who, a few years 
ago, killed one of their fellow men and 
as an abnormal expression of their 
vengeance, they cut the man’s liver out, 
cooked and ate it. They were thrown 
into prison. 


This occurred at a time when the 
Gospel was first being carried to that 
nation. A missionary was put in the 
same prison for preaching. Both of 
these men accepted Christ in prison. 


The missionary organized one of the 
first churches that was established in 
French Indo-China in that very prison 
house and the murderers, transformed 
by the regenerating power of the Holy 
Ghost, became elders in the church. 


Such a supernatural transaction is an 


evidence that God has revealed Him- | 


self in salvation. 


The question then is, How can one 
experience God in consciousness? The 
experience comes not by good works, 
but by divine grace. 


The Gift of Salvation 


Salvation is a gift. You cannot work 





for it, you cannot earn it. You have | 


not anything you can give in exchange 
for it. 
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Your culture, your morality, your 
character and your education will not 
produce it. If education were a means 
of grace one would have to have a col- 
lege diploma in order to experience 
God. Few Christians really understand 
the process of divine grace. 


In conversation with the university 
professor mentioned above, I asked 
him the question, “What is a Chris- 
tian?” His answer was, “A Christian is 
one who lives a good life.” 


The answer is entirely wrong. One 
may live a good life and not be a Chris- 
tian. The good life that a Christian 
lives is only the by-product of his ex- 
perience with Christ. 


Christianity is not Do. Christianity 
is done. Every false religion gives you 
something to do. Christianity offers you 
something to accept that has already 
been done. God has taken the responsi- 
bility off of you. 


Isaiah said, ‘““He hath laid on him the 


iniquities of us all.” 


When Jesus said, “It is finished,” He 
meant that the plan for redeeming lost 
humanity had been consummated. The 
whole Gospel is stated in a nutshell in 
Ephesians 2:8-9.

DR. FEHR GOES HOME 





On Saturday, June 14, 1958, Dr. Ed- 
ward Fehr, one of the founders of the 
Defenders of the Christian Faith, Inc., 
went to spend eternity with the Lord 
he served so faithfully during his life- 
time. 


Born east of Lindsborg, Kansas on 
February 3, 1889, he was married to 
Otelia A. Peterson on December 18, 
1912. 


From this union were born three 


daughters ... Melba, Ruth and Edlyn. 


After serving for several years as 
County Clerk in Salina, Kansas, he 
moved to the State capital, Topeka, 
where he was Assistant State Auditor. 


In 1947 he settled in Hoisington, 
Kansas where he served as pastor of 
the Great Bend Bible Chapel and start- 
ed the Bible Meditations program 
through radio station KVGB, which 
proved to be very popular with its lis- 
teners. 


Dr. Fehr had a host of friends, but 
no enemies. His disposition was of such 
a nature that to know him was to love 


him. He enjoyed the respect and ad- 
miration of all who had the privilege 
to be associated with him. 


He became a fast friend of the found- 
er of this publication, Dr. Gerald B. 
Winrod, when the latter was but a boy 
of twenty ... and through the years 
proved to be a wonderful asset to the 
organization which they both founded, 
serving as Secretary-Treasurer from its 
inception until his death. 


Dr. Winrod enjoyed the friendship 
of many men of God, but Dr. Fehr was 
one of the few in whom he had abso- 
lute confidence and trust. 


He was a man of few words ... but 
when he spoke everyone listened for his 
conversation was resplendent with 
pearls of wisdom. 


Dr. Fehr was preceded in death by 
his beloved wife in August of 1957. At 
the time of her passing, she turned to 
him and asked that he not wait too long 
to join her. 


This last request was granted and on 
June 14th he simply closed his eyes. 
One moment he was here ... the next 
he was with his wife, a grandson whom 
he also had lost a short time previously 

. with Dr. Winrod ... and with His 
Lord.

Graham Does It Again 


Evangelist Billy Graham has ended 
his seven-week crusade in San Francis- 
co with his usual spectacular results. 


When he opened the series of meet- 
ings, it was freely predicted that in the 
Golden Gate city he would meet his 
nemesis; that since the city was a sort 
of crossroads of the world, cosmopoli- 
tan in makeup and in outlook, blase in 
its outward manifestations, he could not 
arouse the interest nor bring out the 
crowds he had in other cities and 
around the world. 


But the close of the period surprised 
the skeptics.

casions in a hall seating 16,500. 


Offerings, it is estimated, reached 
above $400,000, or more than enough 
to meet the costs of the campaign. (Gra- 
ham, unlike many former national 
evangelists, does not participate on a 
percentage basis, but is paid an annual 
salary by a foundation.) 


Whether the success of the Graham 
meetings is due most largely to a re- 
surgence of spiritual interest or to the 
magnetic appeal of the man and the 
simple, easily understood message of 
Christianity he delivers, may be cause 
for debate. 


But in the decade since he first at- 
tained prominence, he has preached to 
more people than any other clergyman. 


In worldly San Francisco as in other 
U.S. cities and around the world, it ap- 
pears that the dedication of the man, 
his sincerity and forceful if quiet deliv- 
ery, succeeded in overcoming what 
many thought would be the apathy of 
the people toward the sincere religious 
approach. 


Graham has “done it again;” and the 
25-thousand “decisions for Christ” 
which he gained in the great West 
Coast city should make his message 
felt to many thousands of others in the 
area.

7. That somewhere and somehow 
there simply must be a substitute for 
honest money. 


8. That somewhere in the depths of 
“scientific socialism” there must be a 
substitute for the love of one’s neigh- 
bor. 


9. That stealing is not stealing when 
the majority of the voters vote in favor 
of it. 


10. That personal economic security, 
guaranteed by government, is possible 
without the loss of personal liberty. 


Perhaps we can gather from the ten 
points that something is wrong with our 
philosophy today. Today’s philosophy 
certainly wasn’t the thinking behind the 
strength that built this great nation. 


When the greater local and interna- 
tional feelings for peace, friendship, la- 
bor, honesty, “the general good” and 
security are worthy the method of 
achieving the goals through socialistic 
plans will defeat the effort.

a man of unusual ability and wis- 
dom. This was the concensus of opinion 
of all who had the opportunity to be- 
come better acquainted with him on his 
recent visit to Defender headquarters 
here in Wichita, Kansas. 


His ruddy complexion, together with 
his keen mind and agile movements, be- 
lie his years. He appears to be a man 
in his fifties ... but he advised us he 
was now in his sixty-seventh year! 


A deeply religious man, breathing 
sincerity and humility, he is recognized 
today as one of the leading Christians 
of the Arab world. 


Brother Mattar was born in Cana of 
Galilee, the place where Jesus perform- 
ed His first miracle at a marriage feast. 


He is well-known to Defender readers 
through the position he holds as Warden 
of the Garden of the Tomb of Christ. 
The picture reproduced above was tak- 
en in front of the door from which the 
stone was rolled away by angelic hands. 


Mary thought that the voice behind 
her was that of the gardener but, turn- 
ing, she beheld the risen Jesus. Mr. 
Mattar is in charge of the same Garden 
today. 

It was in July of 1955 that he also 
consented to take charge of Defender 
missionary efforts in the Holy Land. 
Upon his return from visiting that sec- 
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tion of the world, Dr. Winrod reported 
to his staff, “Brother Mattar is the man 
for the job.” 


And he has not disappointed us. A 
more industrious, efficient, faithful, con- 
secrated leader could not have been 
chosen. 


Shortly after his appointment, two 
Defender Industrial Schools were or- 
ganized ... one for men and boys, the 
other for women and girls (in the Arab 
world, even in this day and age, the 
sexes do not mingle in public). 


In the former location the young men 
are taught how to make things with 
olive wood. Some beautiful specimens 
of their work have been sent to Defend- 
er headquarters, such as Bibles bound 
in olive wood, hand carved camels, 
crosses, and jewel boxes. 


In the school for girls they have 
busied themselves by making all sorts 
of delicate needlework, embroidering 
familiar Palestinian motifs on various 
items suitable for display in the home. 


A large majority of the students in 
the two schools are refugees, former 
citizens of the portion of Palestine now 
occupied by Israel. 


This outlet for their talents has been 
a godsend. The refugee needs more 





than a handout or an act of charity. He 
needs inward rehabilitation. He needs 
to develop a sense of self respect, a 
feeling of self confidence. 


“Teach him a trade, provide him 
with an opportunity to toil constructive- 
ly,” says Brother Mattar, “bring him 
into saving faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, coupled with this a knowledge 
of the Scriptures, and you have helped 
build a life for time and eternity.” 


As a Moslem country, Jordan frowns 
on missionary work among the natives. 
It is especially prohibited to hold evan- 
gelistic services and invite Moslems to 
attend. 


Brother Mattar, knowing of these re- 
strictions, planted the seed thought for 
opening the Industrial Schools in the 
mind of Dr. Winrod. By this means 
we could help rehabilitate the refugees, 
and at the same time offer them some 
form of religious teaching. This is 
permissible under Jordan law, so long 
as the schools are conducted by natives. 


Brother Mattar told us many amaz- 
ing stories concerning the work in the 
Holy Land. From time to time they 
will be shared with readers of The De- 
fender. Pray for him as he witnesses 
for His Lord in the land of Jesus’ 
birth.

The Key Word: Stranger 


In the days of Abraham, a stranger 
(or foreigner) was any Gentile. The 
Kingdom of God, temporarily limited 
to the one people of Israel, yet bore 
within it the germ of universality, of 
diffusion among all people. 


The covenant made with Abraham 
was from the beginning not exclusively 
confined to the natural posterity of Is- 
rael’s twelve sons. 


When the Israelites went up out of 
Egypt. a large, mixed multitude of 
strangers (or foreigners) accompanied 
them, and were not rejected by them. 


Among the Israelites there were at 
all times individuals of other peoples, 
whom they classified as heathens. 


To such were granted toleration and 
several privileges, in return for which 
compliance with certain regulations was 
insisted upon. 

Some of the requirements they were 
expected to meet were: 


1. The name of Jehovah was not to 


be blasphemed. 


2. They were not to commit idolatry. 


3. No acts of indecency could be 
committed. 


4. The Sabbath was to be honored. 


5. No leavened bread could be eaten 
during the Passover. 
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6. No blood or flesh of animals that 
had died a natural death or had been 
torn by wild beasts could be eaten. 


The strangers (or foreigners) who 
thus met the above conditions were ful- 
ly protected by law, and had equal civil 
rights with the Israelites. 


They could even acquire fixed proper- 
ty, lands and offer sacrifices to the Lord. 


Should he desire to enjoy the full 
rights of citizenship, a stranger sub- 
mitted to circumcision, thus binding 
himself to deserve the whole law, in re- 
turn for which he was permitted to en- 
joy the full privileges and blessings of 
the people of the covenant. 


In I Peter 2:11 “foreigners” are 
those who live as strangers on the earth, 
with their citizenship in heaven. 


In Ephesians 2:19 “foreigners” (or 
strangers) denotes those who, being in 
a state of nature, are without citizen- 
ship in God’s kingdom. 


The Key Verse: Matthew 9:13 


“But go ye and learn what that 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice; for I am not come to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance.” 


Christ indeed came for the needy. 
Suppose a man of learning, in company 
with two persons . . . the one really ig- 
norant, but highly conceited of his 
knowledge, and consequently unteach- 
able; the other ignorant too, but sen- 
sible of it, and therefore desirous of in- 
struction. 


Suppose he should turn from the self- 
conceited creature, and carry on con- 
versation with the other, who was likely 
to profit by it: and suppose the former 
should resent it, and say, “If he were 
indeed a scholar, as he pretends to be, 
he would not be fond of the society of

such an ignorant dunce, but would rath- 
er choose me for a companion.” 


How properly might a teacher reply, 
“Oh, you are a wise man, and have no 
need of instruction — but this poor ig- 
norant creature is sensible of his want 
of instruction, and therefore, it is most 
fit I should converse with him.” 


Such a reply has a peculiar pungency 
and mortifying force in it, and such Je- 
sus used in the case before us. 


Christ called sinners by making ap- 
peals to their consciences, by preach- 
ing an all-sufficient atonement for sin, 
by means of an offer of reconciliation 
and by raising in their minds hopes of 
future glory. 


The Key Fact: Christ is the Great 
Equalizer 


Christ destroys all barriers between 
peoples. He sent His — to 
preach the Gospel to the “whole crea- 
tion.” 


There are no longer Jews and Gen- 
tiles, masters and slaves, male or fe- 
male, but all are one in Him. (Ephe- 
sians 2:15-16; Galatians 3:28) 


There is one way of salvation — by 
grace, through faith; and there is but 
one family, or one body — the Church; 
there is one table — the Lord’s Supper, 
and one Gospel — salvation through 
Jesus Christ. 


There were Jews, Greeks, bond and 
free in the days of Jesus, but He saw 
only people, men who needed to know 


God. 


Christ’s offer is the same to all 
groups; yet not to all groups, but to 
all men in every group: rich, poor, 
white, black, yellow, red. 


Included in His offer are forgiveness 
of sins, fellowship with the saints, and 
eternal life with Him. 


Immigrants, displaced persons, the 
oppressed, men of all races and social 
standing — for all men He died that 
they might live. He died for you; He 
loves you, regardless of your station in 
life.

JUSTICE ON INTERNATIONAL 
LEVELS 


Mic. 4:1-7; Acts 10:34-35; Eph. 2:13-16. 








EMORY TEXT: “All nations whom 
thou hast made shall come and 
worship before thee, O Lord; and shall 
glorify thy name.” Psalm 86:9. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is as 
follows: 
A. — distrust hindrances to justice. Micah 


B. Righteousness exalts nations. Proverbs 14:34. 
C. Religion the safeguard of nations. Jeremiah 
12:17. 


D. Men of all nations make up the body of Christ. 
Ephesians 2:16. 


The Key Word: Nations 


The greatest aid to justice among na- 
tions, and the safeguard of any nation, 
is its relation to the living God. 


Religion has a direct bearing upon 
the moral character of men, for men 
strive to become like the God they wor- 
ship. 

The fall of nations has been marked 
by moral degeneracy, the destruction 
of the higher motives that make for 
right living in the world. 


The Israelites are an excellent illus- 
tration of this fact. As long as they 





honored God by obedience to His com- 
mandments, they were blessed and pros- 
pered; but when they forsook Him, 
going into the ways of sin and idolatry, 
they suffered. 

Isaiah, God’s prophet, depicts their 
condition in these words: “Ah sinful 
nation, a people laden with iniquity, a 
seed of evildoers, children that are cor- 
rupters: they have forsaken the Lord, 
they have provoked the Holy One of 
Israel unto anger, they are gone away 
backward.” (Isaiah 1:4) Captivity and 
suffering became their lot. 


Nations seem to overlook or ignore 
past history. They are often slow to 
understand that real strength does not 
lie in great armies, immense power, 
material resources, or in alliances with 
strong and powerful nations, but in 
moral character, in faithful obedience 
to the will and the way of God, the ways 
of justice and righteousness. 


Would that every national leader 
might be able and willing to follow the 
example of Queen Victoria who, when 
asked by an African prince the secret 
of England’s greatness, showed him a 
Bible, saying, “Here is the secret of 
England’s greatness.” 

This is indeed an age when nations 
must practice justice and exercise self- 
control. The world is at a crossroads. 
Which way shall it take? The nations 
must decide the destiny of the world. 
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The Key Verse: Acts 10:34 

“Then Peter opened his mouth, and 
said, Of a truth I perceive that God is 
no respecter of persons.” 


“Oh,” you say, “I am such a little 
plant; I do not grow well; I do not put 
forth as much leafage, nor are there so 
many flowers on me, as many round 
about me.” 

It is quite right that you should think 
little of yourself; perhaps to droop 
your head is part of your beauty. Many 
flowers had not been half so lovely if 
they had not practiced the art of hang- 
ing their heads. 

But supposing God to be the garden- 
er, then He is as much a gardener to 
you as He is to the most lordly palm in 
the whole domain. 


In the Mentone garden grows the 
orange and the aloe, and others of the 
finer and more noticeable plants; but 
on the wall grow common wall flowers. 
and tiny herbs such as we find on our 
own rocky places. 


Now the gardener has cared for all 
of them, small and great. In fact, 
there are hundreds of specimens of the 
most insignificant growths all duly la- 
beled and described. The smallest herb 
says, “He is my gardener just as surely 
as he is the gardener of the stately 
palm!” 


The Key Fact: In God We Must 
Trust 


Christians all over the world ought to 
thank God that the United States has 
as its slogan, now on currency and di- 
plomatic mail as well as on its coins, 


the words, “In God We Trust.” 


On mail the post office has been 
stamping the words, “Pray for Peace.” 
In the pledge of allegiance appear the 
words, “One nation, under God.” These 
are steps in the right direction. 


But we continue to spend billions for 
national defense, to train young men 
for war. Why? Is it lack of trust? 


Some day, the Bible tells us, all na- 
tions will trust in Him. Then, and then 
only, can we feel secure. Our task, as a 
Christian nation, is to lead all the world 
to trust in God. 

Man declared war on God when he 
disobeyed his Creator. That declara- 
tion of war is repeated every time a per- 
son sins. 

Jesus came as Prince of Peace, bring- 
ing a plan whereby man can be recon- 
ciled to God. Only when all men are 
reconciled to God can they be recon- 
ciled to one another in a durable, last- 
ing peace. 

To the individual, this reconciliation 
means contentment, security and hap- 
piness, now and forever. It behooves 
each of us to strive earnestly for the 
salvation of our loved ones.

Rom. 13:11-14:4, 15-21. 








EMORY TEXT: “It is good neither 

to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor 
any thing whereby thy brother stum- 
bleth, or is offended, or is made weak.” 
Romans 14:21. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is as 
follows: 
A. Alcohol is a personal problem. Proverbs 23: 
29-35. 


B. Alcohol is a family problem. Genesis 9:20-27. 
C. Alcohol is a social problem. Romans 13:13. 
D. Alcohol is an economic problem. Proverbs 20:1. 


The Key Word: Weak 


Let not the strong in the faith de- 
spise them that are weak, for their con- 
victions rest ultimately upon Divine re- 
velation. 

The law of Moses was of Divine au- 
thority and, although done away in 
Christ, was subject to it. Therefore it 
was not surprising if some of the Jew- 
ish converts still felt insuperable ob- 
jections to its abandonment. 


It was a matter of conscience, and 
the man who respects his conscience de- 
serves respect, even when prejudiced 
and wrong. 


The strong, therefore, must not put 
a stumblingblock in their brother’s way. 
This may be easily done by: 


(a) A contempt of his scruples. The 
disposition to sneer at his stupid weak- 
ness will not convince him that he is 
either stupid or weak, but will rather 
drive him utterly away from those who 
tolerate such an ungenerous spirit, and 
perhaps to apostasy. 


Now, though the strong had a per- 
fect right to disregard the distinctions 
of meats, he had no right to imperil the 
salvation of anyone for whom Christ 
died. The weak are not required to ab- 
stain from meats, but you are not bound 
to eat them. 


(b) By example or persuasion. It was 
quite lawful for the strong to employ 
argument in order to convince the weak 
that he misapprehended the character 
and purpose of Christianity; but it was 
not lawful for him to laugh at his scru- 
ples, and to assure him, without adduc- 
ing proof, that there could really be no 
harm in eating meat. 


That might be quite true for him, but 
it would not be true for his weak broth- 
er. If this man presumed to eat the 
meat, or to disregard the day, while his 
scruples remained, his own conscience 
would accuse him of unfaithfulness. 


The Key Verse: Romans 13:12 
“The night is far spent, the day is at 
hand: let us therefore cast off the works 
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of darkness, and let us put on the ar- 
mour of light.” 

The night is a picture of the Chris- 
tian’s present state. In comparison with 
other men, and with his own former 
condition, he is in broad day. But the 
apostle is not thinking of these things. 


As he contemplates eternity, he feels 
that believers are all still in darkness. 
And the figure accords with our own 
experience and feelings. 


Night is a season of cheerlessness, 
incertitude, perplexity, inaction and 
danger. Night throws a veil over the 
face of things. The traveler may be 
passing through the most _ beautiful 
scenes, but he might almost as well be 
going over a desert. 


The day signifies heaven. There shall 
be no night there. Nothing to endanger, 
impede, bewilder, or distress. 


Everything we wish done away with 
here shall be done away with there. And 
there shall all which we have so long 
wished to see come — sunshine, beauty, 
brightness and happiness. 


There shines in unclouded splendor 
the Sun of Righteousness. This glori- 
ous light is ever shining on the most 
glorious objects, and we shall behold 
these objects, and the same light on 
ourselves shall cause us to “shine forth 
as the sun in the kingdom of our Fa- 
ther.” Now this day is near!

The Key Word: Work 


Work is the law of God, made so by 
both example and precept. 


According to the Biblical record, when 
Adam was created, “the Lord God took 
the man, and put him into the garden 
of Eden to dress it and to keep it.” 
(Genesis 2:15) 


Eden was not a permanent vacation 
resort for God’s man, but a place of 
toil and constructive labor, an oppor- 
tunity to become a co-laborer with God. 


It surely must have been beautiful; 
it most certainly was productive; it 
came from the hand of the Divine Ar- 
chitect, perfect according to His will 
and His design, each thing serving its 
own purpose and bringing forth “after 
its kind.” 


After the first transgression — eat- 
ing the fruit of the tree which God had 
positively forbidden — God said to Ad- 
am as He was sending him away from 
the garden, “cursed is the ground for 
thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat of it 
all the days of thy life ... in the sweat 
of thy face shalt thou eat bread, till 
thou return unto the ground.” (Genesis 
3:17-19) 


Those who consider work the curse 
of man must overlook one little phrase 
in these words of God: “cursed is the 
ground for thy sake.” 


Instead of a curse, it is evident from 
God’s words that a blessing was intend- 
ed; for the cursing of the ground was 
for the sake, that is, for the good of 
man. 


Work is essential to true happiness, 
and as such it is a blessing. It gives 
meaning to an otherwise meaningless 
and restless existence. It is the source 
of prosperity, and every worthwhile 
project has work associated with it. 


Each individual must determine how 
his life shall be spent. And the attitude 
will determine whether, to him, work 
is a curse or a blessing. 








The Key Verse: Colossians 3:23 


“And whatsoever ye do, do it hearti- 
ly, as to the Lord, and not unto men.” 


“No man can serve two masters.” “He 
that is not with me is against me.” 
Alas! how many act as though they had 
made a bargain with Christ; that part 
of their nature should be given to Him, 
and part retained for the world and self. 


In certain circumstances they seem 
devout and earnest believers, in others 
frivolous and worldly. Such a course 
is dishonoring to Christ and injurious 
to their own souls. 


There are families in which the chil- 
dren, having been asked to do some- 
thing, refuse or delay; then a struggle 
ensues, involving discomfort to both 
parents and children. 


In others the first intimation is fol- 
lowed by prompt obedience. In the one 
case is love, order and happiness; in 
the other the reverse. Why? 


In the one case the children had 
learned to obey, in the other they had 
not. 


So some of God’s children have not 
learned to surrender their wills utterly 
to Him; hence every act of obedience 
involves a struggle; but some have 
learned to make the struggle once for 
all, and are now happy in that service 
which is perfect freedom. 


The Key Fact: God is Served in our 
Daily Work 


Everything we do, including our 
daily work, must be done in a way that 
meets God’s approval. 


The man digging a ditch must do it 
as though God were his foreman. The 
housewife, cleaning the house, is to do 
it as though the all-seeing Lord were a 
guest in the home. 


Here would be an opportunity for 
the often-used story of the three men 
cutting rock. 


Asked what they were doing, one 
said he was merely putting in so many 
hours of work. The second said he was 
earning so many dollars a day. The 
third, who had an understanding of the 
importance of his work, replied: “I am 
helping to build a cathedral.” 


Christians need to realize the import- 
ance of even the most menial task. 


What we are is God’s gift to us. 
What we become is our gift to God. He 
who succeeds best is he who makes the 
best use of what he has. 


In a large factory hangs a list of 
brief suggestions for employees, one of 
which is: “Watch your work, not the 
clock; a long day’s work makes a long 
day short.”

The Key Word: Riches 


While the Scriptures have much to 
say about riches, the careful reader 
will readily see that God condemns no 
man simply because he is rich or poor. 


Neither wealth nor poverty is a bar 
to fellowship in the kingdom of God; 
for God seeks not possessions, but men. 


The fawning honor that some lavish 
upon those with great possessions dis- 
honors both the giver and the receiver. 


The giver becomes guilty of idolatry 
by the worship of mammon, while the 
rich man is degraded by being made of 
less value than his possessions, for with- 
out the possessions he would pass un- 
noticed. 

James draws a word picture of the 
respect tendered the rich in some con- 

regations of the Lord. (James 2:1-9). 
t closes with this: “But if ye have re- 
spect of persons, ye commit sin.” 


The Gospel invitation goes out to all 
men. Beneath riches and rags alike, 
God sees men: and the terms of for- 
giveness and the requirements of serv- 
ice are the same for all. 


All this is not to say that men are not 
affected by possessions, for they are. 
Possessions may determine the eternal 
destiny of the soul. 


However, it is not the extent of a 
man’s holdings that is most important, 
but his attitude toward them. The poor 
are often as completely dominated by 
the material and temporal as the rich. 
(See Luke 16:10) 


A wise man expressed the inherent 
dangers in both riches and poverty in 
Proverbs 30:8-9. 

The problem is not possessions but 
people. The Psalmist stated the only 
adequate solution when he wrote: “Cre- 
ate in me a clean heart, O God; and re- 
new a right spirit within me.” 


If the heart is changed, the life will 
be changed also, for out of the heart 
are “the issues of life.”

The Key Verse: | Peter 4:10 


“As every man hath received the gift, 
even so minister the same one to an- 
other, as good stewards of the manifold 
grace of God.” 


Every believer has a gift, his own. 
The little wheels in an engine, the 
little stones in a building, and the little 
gifts in the church, occupy a place for 
which the larger would be unsuitable. 


An organism is healthy only when all 
its members perform their functions; 
and efficiency in the whole is the gross 
result of efficiency in every part. 


“Ministering it among yourselves.” 
This is a noble thought. It implies that 
we study our gifts, and so make no mis- 
take as to the work we are fitted to do. 
This is a matter of great importance. 


The navigation of a ship will be bad 
with children at the ropes, and a lands- 
man at the helm. A ministry without 
ministerial gifts is a machine incapable 
of moving, even if the power were there.
